Thie annotated/cateq oriied bibliography was conceived to meet 
the needs of social studies/social science students and faculty 
for a listing of journals and periodicals other than alphabeti- 
cally by title. Unless one is familiar with most of the journals 
in a particular discipline, locating materials can be a time-con- 
suming and sometimes frustrating experience. While periodical 
indexes will direct the inquirer to specific articles and journals, 
there are often times when he would like to locate and browse in 
journals related to a general area of interest or concern. This 
bibliography should be helpful for this kind of reading. 

Within the framework of the information explosion, journals 
and periodicals proliferate so rapidly, that unless one is a pro- 
fessional librarian, it is difficult to maintain familiarity with 
'"'hat is entering the field. This bibliography should be helpful 
not only to students who are just beginning to use these sources, 
but to scholars who are interested in keeping up with what is 
being added to their fields of study. 

All of the journals in social sciences currently subscribed
